HOUSE OF COMMONS. 
THE COLONIAL PLACE BILL. 
“ Sir Adam Fergujon brought up the report of this bill, when Sig 
George Surilie aroi¢ and itated a few particulars that rather ftarthd 
him. The noble Lord, at whofe imftance this bill was tramed, he ad- 
mitted to be in every refpedt competent to the objedis it had in view. 
Of his abilities and virtues the Honourable Gentleman entertained the 
higheft idea. He thought him an honour to his coyntry, and equal to 
any truft which his country might repefe in him, But ceetainly there 
was fomething in this bofinefs whieh (truck his mind, as rather being 
premature. Would it not be coniidered by the Americans as an attempe 
to renew our claims of legiflative authority ? If but a fiulpicion of thig¢ 
idea was fuggetted by the bill under confideration—if this dill tended 
tocreatea fingle fentiment of jealoufy in ont individual in Americ. 
if it could by any poffible conftruétion be improved by cur enemies as to 
this moft detcttable purpefe, he thould rather think we ought to pane 
a little before we pats it. What, pray, is the prefint (tate of Amesica ? 
We ail hear of a peace—of a negociation+-of terms deing meditated by 
beth parties for accomplithing f defirable an event. Wouid not this bit 
interpofe fomething like an obftacie to the ficcets or tuch a meafure ? 
With this idea impreifed upon his mind, it was impoffiole for him to 
give his confent to the prefent bill. He had always vored againtt the 
coerciorts that had fo fatally, both for Great Britain and Aircrica, been 
exercited by the former agsinft the latter. And it could hardly he con- 
ceived, by thofe at leaftZwho knew his uniform way of thinking, that 
he fhould now controvert, by any rath vote, the whole tenour of lis 
potitical conduét.
